The president of Canada’s 
Royal College of Physi¬ 
cians and Surgeons says 
Alberta’s plan to crack 
down on distracted mo¬ 
torists will bring even 
more road carnage be¬ 
cause it still allows drivers 
to talk on hands-free de¬ 
vices. 

“It’s misguided. It’s dan¬ 
gerous and it’s going to 
kill more lives than it 
saves. They should be 


ashamed of themselves,” 
said Dr. Louis Francescutti. 

“They’re going to give 
people a false sense of se¬ 
curity — that it’s OK to 
drive (with) hands-free (de¬ 
vices) — and make our 
roads more dangerous for 
eveiybody.” 

The ban would apply 
only to hand-held devices. 
Anyone using hands-free 
devices is exempt — and 
that’s what Francescutti 


finds galling about the leg¬ 
islation. 

Francescutti noted the 
government’s own re¬ 
search suggests hands-free 
devices can be as distract¬ 
ing as the hand-held ones. 
Numerous private compa¬ 
nies, he said, have already 
banned all in-car commu¬ 
nication for safety reasons 
and to avoid liability in 
lawsuits.

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Militants Strike 
Pakistani police 


Militants attacked a police 
compound in the heart of 
Pakistan’s largest city on 
Thursday with a hail of gun¬ 
fire and a massive car 
bomb, levelling the build¬ 
ing and killing at least 15 
people, authorities and wit¬ 
nesses said. 

The gang of around six 
gunmen managed to pene¬ 
trate a high-security area of 
Karachi that is home to the 
U.S Consulate, two luxiuy 
hotels and the offices of re¬ 
gional leaders. While no 
stranger to extremist vio¬ 
lence, Karachi has not wit¬ 
nessed this kind of 
organized assault recently. 

It was the first major at¬

The gunmen first 
opened fire on the offices of 
the Crime Investigation De¬ 
partment before detonating 
a huge car bomb, the Sindh 
Home Minister said.

Smuggling ring busted

Every Christmas season, my girlfriend and I 
hit the snowy road. Destination: The 
Hawkesbury LCBO, where I always leave the 
store with two cases of red wine. 


H undreds of 
Quebecers 
make similar 
pilgrimages 
every year. 

Why? Most bottles are 
cheaper there than in 
Quebec. (Like the SAQ 
the LCBO is a state mono¬ 
poly. Just less rapacious.) 

But 1 shouldn’t have to 
go to Hawkesbury. Con¬ 
sumers in Quebec, and 
elsewhere in Canada, 
could find cheaper wines 
at home... if 
we could just 
break the 
liquor 
boards’ mo¬ 
nopolies 
across the 
country. 

In 

Quebec, de¬ 
fenders of 
the status 
quo keep re¬ 
peating that 
the SAQ is a 
“cash cow” for the State. 
But this generous yearly 
dividend comes from our 
wallets. We, captive con¬ 
sumers, pay a premium 
for our bottles of Merlot 
and Cabernet Sauvignon. 
The only reason the SAQ 
makes an abnormally 
high profit is that it’s a 
monopoly. Without com¬ 
petitors, it can bleed con¬ 
sumers. The SAQ takes a 
mai'gin of 40 per cent to 
135 per cent on each bot¬ 
tle it sells. It pays $5 to a 
producer, takes a $7 cut 
and sells the bottle for 
$15 (including taxes). Yes, 
the SAQ is a cash cow for 
politicians. But it’s us, 
the consumers, who are 
being milked! 

Should we privatize 
the SAQ? Not necessarily. 
A private monopoly 
would be no better than 
a public one. What we 


need is more competi¬ 
tion. We need to allow 
entrepreneurs to open 
wine shops and compete 
with the SAQ. We also 
need to allow people to 
buy bottles from around 
the world over the Inter¬ 
net. without having to go 
through the SAQ. For ex¬ 
ample: You like the 
Jacob’s Creek Shiraz 
2007? A store in New Jer¬ 
sey is selling it for $6.53. 
On the SAQ’s shelves, the 
same bottle 
will set you 
back $14.90. 
This wine 
can be 
bought on 
the Internet 
and 

delivered to 
your door in 
less than 
two weeks. 

The prob¬ 
lem is not 
the SAQ 
itself, or the LCBO. The 
problem is the 
prohibition of 
competition. In Belgium, 
a non-producing country 
whose population and 
ailture are similar to 
Quebec’s, the wine mar¬ 
ket is completely free. 
Hundreds of retailers 
compete with each other. 
As a result, they have 
three times the wines, 
for a third of the price. 

Quebecers and other 
Canadians like wine. 
Many are connoisseurs, 
and eager to try new vari¬ 
eties and vineyards. They 
deserve better than a 
state monopoly that is 
clearly corked.

CESAR MILLAN 


For the second time in as 
many weeks, dog whisperer 
Cesar MiUan was visiting the 
West Coast during his Live 
2010 Canada Tour. Metro 
caught up with Millan in 
Richmond, B.C., and picked 
his brain for advice for peo¬ 
ple and their favourite 
canines. 

What’s the best sort of rainy- 
day doggy exercise tips you 
have for city dwellers? 

Challenge the (dog’s) nose 
at home. Hide (their) things 
in boxes, under ledges or 
layers of clothes, be 
creative. A lot of times peo¬ 
ple challenge the body, but 
they don’t challenge the 
mind. The nose controls 60 


per cent of brain reaction, 
so ... (by challenging the 
nose, you’re more likely to 
wear out the dog). 

What is the most common 
mistake people make with 
their dogs? 

One of the most common 
(mistakes) is to make the 
dog responsible. Dogs 
don’t rationalize, there’s 
no knowledge behind 
instinct, it’s all reaction. 
(Another mistake) is 
humanizing the dog: They 
talk to the dog like it’s a 
human being. That is good 
therapy for humans, but 
not really good for the dog. 
You must honour the iden¬ 
tity of the dog. A horse is a 
horse, a dolphin is a 


dolphin, but a dog 
becomes human: That’s a 
big mistake. 

What’s the best advice you 
can give people who are 
bringing a second dog into 
the pack? 

You have to bring (positive) 
energy into the house. 
When you give affection to 
one pack member, 
eveiyone gets it. Dogs live 
in a very harmonious time: 
If one is happy, eveiyone is 
happy; if one is sad, eveiy¬ 
one is sad. It’s all about the 
pack; it’s not about individ¬ 
uals. So, if you think “indi¬ 
vidual,” you’re going to 
create jealousy, you’re go¬ 
ing to create separation. 
But if you think “pack” ... 


eveiyone gets to benefit. 

Is there such thing as a bad 
dog breed, or just bad own¬ 
ers? 

There’s no such thing as a 
bad dog; they don’t plan 
things like human beings. 
Dogs react based on a cer¬ 
tain situation. It’s not the 
breed, it’s the human 
behind the breed. All dogs 
can become great pack 
members, as can all 
humans.

Two dramas unfolding in a 
new world of global com¬ 
munications could emerge 
as front-runners at the 
Academy Awards. 

Director David Fincher’s 
The Social Network is set in 
modem times as the 
founders of the website 
Facebook battle over their 
creation. Tom Hooper’s The 
King’s Speech takes place 
in the 1920s and ’30s as 
Queen Elizabeth II’s dad 
stmggles with his speech 
impediment at a time 
when the royal family is 
counted on to voice reas¬ 
surance through the new 
medium of radio. 

The Social Network has 
almost universal acclaim, a 
hip subject and impressive 
box-office results since it 
opened Oct. 1. The King’s 
Speech does not open until 
late November, but it’s an 


old-fashioned awards con¬ 
tender; a classy period 
piece that has been an au¬ 
dience favourite at film fes¬ 
tivals for its heart and 
humour. 

Nominations come out 
Jan. 25, with the Oscars 
presented on Feb. 27. 

Here’s we look at some 
predictions for best picture 
and other top Oscar cate¬ 
gories. 

BESTPiaURE 

Assuming The King’s 
Speech and The Social Net¬ 
work make the cut, eight 
other films will compete 
for the remaining slots as 
the Oscars go with 10 best- 
picture nominees again.

A Face in the Crowd 

Director Elia Kazan and 
writer Budd Schulberg 
were eerily prescient 
more than 50 years ago in 
depicting the power of tel¬ 
evision to make or break a

— or both simultaneously. 
In his film debut, Andy 
Griffith is hugely 
charismatic as Larry Lone¬ 
some Rhodes, a rambling, 
country-boy drunk with a 
gift for song. In no time, a 
star is born, and that star 
grows into a monster. TV 
comes calling, than 
groupies, than politicians. 



Network 

Long before Broadcast 
News lamented the soft¬ 
ening of TV news, Sidney 
Lumet probed the same 
themes, but with a sharp¬ 
er sense of satire. Like 
Kazan’s film, so much of 
what happens in Network 
remains so relevant 
today. Paddy Chayefsky’s 
Oscar-winning script 
about a newsman gone 
mad can be over the top, 
but it also provides a dis¬ 
turbing look at power 
and desperation. Faye is 
fierce (and stylish) as the 
ratings-hungry TV execu¬ 
tive who will do anything 
to keep the numbers up. 



Good Night, and 
Good Luck 

In his second film as a di¬ 
rector, George Clooney 
proves he's an unexpected 
master of timing and sus¬ 
pense. His recreation of 
pioneering newsman Ed¬ 
ward R. Murrow's on-air 
battles with Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy over the sena¬ 
tor's 1950s anti¬ 
communist crusade is an 
ambitious marvel of pre¬ 
cise vision. Shot in crisp 
black and white and set in 
only a few rooms at the 
CBS News headquarters, it 
has the spare look and ca¬ 
dence of a play and runs 
an efficient 90 minutes. 



The Truman Show 

Twelve years ago, reality 
TV was still relatively in 
its infancy, but director 
Peter Weir and writer An¬ 
drew Niccol vividly 
presage the 

phenomenon of celebrity 
culture gone wild, and 
the voyeuristic 
fascination with learning 
the most intimate details 
of a person’s private life. 
Jim Carrey stars as 
Truman Burbank, a hap- 
py-go-lucky insurance 
salesman who has no 
idea his entire idyllic life 
is a television show, and 
actors are playing his 
wife, friendly neighbours 
and co-workers. 



Tootsie 

All the players here are at 
the top of their game: 
Dustin Hoffman as notori¬ 
ously difficult actor 
Michael Dorsey, who 
lands a soap opera role by 
dressing in drag and call¬ 
ing himself Dorothy 
Michaels; Sydney Pollack, 
hitting all the right notes 
as director and providing 
harsh laughs as Michael's 
agent; and Teri Garr, 
Charles Durning and Dab¬ 
ney Coleman, who all 
stand out in supporting 
parts. It's slapsticky and 
absurd, but it also has 
something to say about 
gender roles.

When Naomi Watts was 
cast as outed CIA agent Va¬ 
lerie Plame in Fair Game, 
director Doug Liman had 
just one criticism of her. 

“Doug said, ‘You’re too 
soft and maternal, and 
you’re going to boot 
camp,”’ she remembers. “I 
did some paramilitaiy 
training for three days. So 
don’t mess with me.” 

The reason she looked a 
bit maternal, of course, 
was because she had just 
given birth to her second 
son with husband Liev 
Schreiber. 

“Basically, I had a baby 
on December 13,1 read the 
script on December 28 and 
we were filming in Febru- 


aiy,” she says. 

And while three days 
may not seem like all that 
long, the grueling training 
she went through — 
alongside actual govern¬ 
ment trainees — sounds 
pretty gruesome. At least 
the details she’s allowed to 
disclose, that is. 

“There’s one thing I’m 
not even allowed to talk 
about,” she says. “As Doug 
walked out, they sort of 
kicked me in the shins and 
threw me to the ground 
and I went, ‘Ow!’ and he 
said, ‘OK, don’t say ow 
again unless you need to 
go to the hospital.’ So it 
was intense.” 

Luckily, she had some 
support at home, as 
Schreiber was preparing 
for another CIA role in Salt 
while she studied up for 
Fair Game, which proved 


convenient. 

“It was veiy funny and 
veiy strange to have, first 
of all, two of us shooting at 
the same time — that’s the 
first time it ever happened 
with us — and second of 
all that we were both play¬ 
ing spies,” she says. 


For Watts, pla 5 dng not only 
a real person but also one 
still living — and not far re¬ 
moved from the events of 
the film — proved especial¬ 
ly intriguing. But while she

Canadian singer Avril Lavi¬ 
gne says that her fourth 
record is set for release af¬ 
ter “bureaucratic BS” held 
it back for an entire year. 

Writing on her MySpace 
blog, the 26-year-old pop- 
punker betrayed agitation 
with her record company. 
She says she felt the com¬ 
pany made the process of 
crafting her album even 
more difficult. 

“Fm done with my 4th 
record!!! Well, actually I 
have been done for a year... 
and now my record compa¬ 
ny have finally decided to 
release it,” she wrote in a 
post on Wednesday. 
“OMG...H 0 W nice! Thanks 
guys. 

“This has been a really 
difficult record for me to 
create and to release. 

“Not only is this the 
most meaningful and spe¬ 
cial record I have written, 
it is sincere, honest and 
close to my heart. 

“But for the first time I 
experienced a bunch of bu¬ 
reaucratic BS. 

“People do their best 
work when they are doing 
what they want, love and 
is natural for them, not 
when you are forcing them 
to be something that they 
are not.” 

Lavigne wrote that she 
produced tracks for the 
new record alone for the 
first time. She says the al¬ 
bum includes tracks she 
wrote solo and with 
friends. 

“I have pushed myself 
and I feel proud,” she 
wrote. 

The Ontario native’s last 
record was 2007’s The Best 
Damn Thing. The Juno- 
nominated album featured 
the No. 1 hit Girlfriend and 
went platinum twice in 
Ganada. 

It also sold well around 
the world.

They’ve shared in al¬ 
most eveiything in a year 
that saw their engage¬ 
ment. Both said it was 
more special to see the 
other win. 

For Shelton, the night 
was not only a validation 
of his 11-year career, but a 
sign of acceptance from 
the Nashville music com¬ 
munity. 

He ended Paisley’s 
three-year run as male vo¬ 
calist of the year and also 
snagged the award for Mu¬ 
sical Event of the Year.

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) fresh thyme
